'HpHE  Business  Manager  of  The  Burr, 
T-  Mr.  Walter  Jules  Douglas,  has  left  Col- 
lege and  will  not  return  for  a month  or  more. 
Mr.  Robert  Edes  Chetwood  has  been  appointed 
Acting  Business  Manager. 

ROUGH  the  kindness  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Railroad  Company  the  foot-ball 
team  was  furnished  with  passes  to  Ithaca. 
This  generosity  is  in  keeping  with  the  liberal 
spirit  that  has  always  characterized  that  road 
in  its  dealings  with  the  University. 

T T is  amusing  sometimes  to  read  an  account 
of  a foot-ball  game  written  by  a reporter 
who,  though  enterprising,  and  master  of  that 
picturesque  style  which  is  so  characteristic  of 
the  great  American  reporter,  has  not  familiar- 
ized himself  with  the  technical  terms  of  the 
game.  In  an  account  of  the  Lehigh-Cornell 
game  we  read  that  the  latter  used  the  “ flying 
gridiron  ” effectively.  This  is  news,  for 
though  we  had  long  known  that  such  a 
weapon  could  be  used  with  deadly  effect  in 
domestic  warfare,  we  had  not  before  heard  of 
its  application  in  the  battles  on  the  foot-ball 
field. 

r N view  of  the  fact  that  the  Glee  and  Banjo 
Clubs  are  to  give  a concert  in  Bethlehem 
next  Saturday  evening,  it  is  perhaps  perti- 
nent to  remind  college  men  that  these  organi- 


zations have  been  doing  much  this  year  to 
advertise  the  college  and  to  advance  its  inter- 
ests. Every  undergraduate  from  the  youngest 
freshman  up  to  the  gravest  senior  should  show 
an  appreciation  of  the  good  work  of  the  clubs 
by  attending  this  concert.  This  season,  con- 
certs have  been  given  at  Pottsville,  Scranton 
and  Wilkes-Barre  and  a southern  trip  is  pro- 
jected for  the  Christmas  holidays  which  will 
include  Washington  and  Baltimore.  It  is 
desirable  that  the  management  shall  have  a 
good  surplus  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  this 
trip,  hence  a full  attendance  at  the  concert  is 
needed. 

T T seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  more  in 
accordance  with  the  University  spirit, 
that  our  beneficient  faculty  would  allow  the 
foot-ball  team  a little  more  latitude  with 
respect  to  cuts,  when  it  becomes  necessary  for 
them  to  leave  on  a trip  during  college  hours. 
Their  requests  are  moderate,  as  they  never 
have  occasion  to  ask  to  be  excused  more 
than  once  or  twice  a year;  and  it  is  because 
they  are  making  a name  for  Lehigh  prom- 
inent in  athletics  that  we  think  their  requests 
justifiable.  Now  on  account  of  endangering 
several  of  the  players  to  suspension  for  ac- 
cumulating their  privileged  twenty  absences 
for  the  term,  the  foot-ball  team  last  Friday 
were  compelled  to  take  a sleeper  for  Ithaca, 
instead  of  the  10:50  A.  M.  train,  which  by  all 
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means  should  have  been  taken.  What  condi- 
tion the  men  were  in  the  next  day  to  meet 
Cornell  can  well  be  judged  by  the  effect  which 
night  travel  has  on  any  one  unaccustomed  to 
it.  To  say  that  they  were  fatigued  only  mildly 
states  it.  We  won  from  our  old  rival,  but  how 
much  better  the  men  could  have  played  had 
they  been  fortunate  enough  to  get  a good 
night’s  rest. 

SINCE  our  last  issue  tw’o  more  important 
games  have  been  played  by  our  foot- 
ball team,  and  two  more  victories  have  been 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Brown  and  White. 
The  Lafayette  game  was  something  of  a sur- 
prise, as  college  men  had  been  led  to  suspect 
that  the  Easton  team  was  much  weaker  this 
year  than  ever  before.  Lehigh  won,  but  it  was 
only  by  the  best  kind  of  playing.  We  think 
The  Burr  voices  the  sentiments  of  all  Lehigh 
men  when  it  says  that  it  is  glad  to  see  Lafay- 
ette so  well  represented  on  the  foot-ball  field. 
Of  course  we  always  hope  to  see  Lehigh  win, 
but  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  both  colleges 
that  the  battle  between  them  for  athletic 
supremacy  should  be  well  contested. 

In  speaking  of  the  Cornell  game,  too  much 
cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  our  team’s  work. 
Tired  by  an  all  night’s  ride  on  the  cars  and 
their  rest  broken  by  being  compelled  to  rise  at 
five  in  the  morning,  on  a strange  ground  and 
with  but  half  a dozen  men  to  cheer  them  on, 
the  team  put  up  their  strongest  game  of  the 
year.  All  honor  to  the  foot-ball  team ! 


and  the  “ scrub  ” have  worked  with  what  we 
trust  is  to  be  proverbial  Lehigh  spirit.  We 
have  had  to  steer  between  the  Scylla  of  mali- 
cious misrepresentation  in  the  Philadelphia 
papers  and  the  Charybdis  of  non-representa- 
tion in  the  New  York  dailies. 

Surely  the  alumni  must  feel  that  their  gen- 
erosity in  assuming  so  much  of  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Athletic  Association  has  been 
appreciated. 

The  Burr  takes  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
the  courtesy  with  which  the  ’Varsity  was 
treated  at  Cornell.  We  hope  that  this  is  but 
the  beginning  of  a friendly  rivalry  between  the 
two  universities  that  will  redound  to  the  ath- 
letic benefit  of  both. 


7TTH  these  victories  to  our  credit 
^ ^ Lehigh’s  team  unquestionably  takes 
rank  as  the  fifth  in  the  country.  This  is  pecu- 
liarly gratifying  in  that  it  is  the  reward  of  hard 
work.  Last  year  the  team  struggled  on  in 
the  face  of  difficulties  and  misfortunes  that 
would  have  well  nigh  overcome  stronger 
teams  with  less  college  spirit,  and  the  close  of 
the  season  was  fairly  successful. 

The  path  to  victory  this  year  has  not  been 
strewm  with  roses.  The  captains,  the  players 


T VERY  true  Lehigh  man  will  regret  the 
-* — ^ fact  that  The  Quarterly  has  been  com- 
pelled, because  of  a lack  of  funds,  to  suspend 
publication,  for  as  a representative  of  our  tech- 
nical interests  it  was  a credit  to  the  University. 

Now  we  do  not  intend  to  lay  any  strictures 
upon  the  present  board  of  editors,  for  we  know 
that  the  present  condition  of  affairs  was  not 
brought  about  by  them  and  we  appreciate  too 
well  the  difficulties  that  beset  the  path  of  the 
college  journalist,  but  we  must  say  that  if  the 
present  board  of  editors  are  not  able  and  will- 
ing to  get  out  the  paper  they  should  step  down 
and  out  and  give  others  a chance.  What  is 
necessary  to  success  in  any  college  organiza- 
tion is  not  that  men  of  mere  ability  shall  be 
put  at  its  head  but  that  it  shall  be  managed  by 
men  who  take  an  active  interest  in  it,  who  are 
willing  to  sacrifice  their  time  in  working  for 
it  and  who  have  the  push  and  nerve  to  carry  it 
forward  even  in  the  face  of  financial  difficulties. 

We  are  satisfied  that  with  proper  manage- 
ment The  Quarterly  can  be  made  a success. 
Other  and  smaller  institutions  support  a tech- 
nical journal  and  it  will  be  a disgrace  to  the  Uni- 
versity if  we  can  not  do  so.  It  is  true  that  it 
is  uphill  work  to  pay  off  a debt  incurred  by 
preceding  managements,  but  we  know  by  ex- 
perience that  it  can  be  done.  Let  The  Quar- 
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terly  board  make  a determined  effort  to  extri- 
cate it  from  its  present  difficulties.  In  any 
case  The  Quarterly  is  a college  institution  and 
if  it  is  not  issued  the  University  has  a right  to 
expect  some  statement  as  to  its  affairs. 

T N thinking  over  the  failures  that  have 
overtaken  the  technical  papers  which  have 
been  founded  at  various  times  at  Lehigh,  we 
have  been  led  to  conclude  that  the  best  way  in 
which  to  secure  a permanently  successful 
journal  would  be  to  have  one  published  by  the 
University  authorities  and  edited  by  some 
member  or  members  of  the  faculty.  Such  an 
idea  has  much  to  commend  it.  Besides  being 
the  official  organ  of  the  University  authorities, 
such  a paper  would  afford  a medium  by  which 
our  professors  and  instructors  could  communi- 
cate to  the  students  and  to  the  general  public, 
reports  on  any  special  work  upon  which  they 


may  be  engaged,  and  its  educational  value 
would  be  undoubted. 

The  observation  has  often  been  made  that 
the  average  student  has  not  sufficient  practical 
knowledge  to  undertake  the  publication  of  a 
technical  paper,  and  that  a journal  conducted 
by  students  alone  must  of  necessity  be  filled 
with  dry  theoretical  matter.  A publication  as 
is  here  suggested  would  obviate  this  difficulty. 
Its  columns  would  be  open  to  any  student 
having  the  ability  and  desire  to  contribute,  while 
the  presence  of  experienced  men  on  the  edito- 
rial board  would  ensure  a readable  and  valua- 
ble paper. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a journal  representa- 
tive of  our  technical  interests  is  almost  a 
necessity  here  at  Lehigh.  If  The  Quarterly 
goes  out  of  existence,  why  not  try  the  plan 
here  suggested  ? 


GENERAL  NEWS. 


FOOTBALL. 

^T^HE  first  game  of  the  season  with  Lafay- 
ette  was  played  on  the  home  grounds, 
Wednesday,  October  8th.  The  game  was  an 
interesting  one  to  watch.  In  the  first  half  the 
contest  was  very  even,  but  as  usual  Lehigh 
won  in  the  second  half.  Then,  though  Lafay- 
ette still  played  steadily,  the  pace  was  obvi- 
ously too  swift  for  her. 

The  game  was  called  at  2:40  P.  M.,  Lehigh 
having  the  ball.  Good  rushes  were  made  by 
Ordway  and  Roderick  around  the  end  and 
through  center,  advancing  the  ball  some  sixty 
yards. 

Then  Lafayette  got  the  ball  on  four  downs, 
but  could  not  keep  it,  and  Strader  kicked 
Floyd  catching.  Again  Roderick  and  Ordway 
began  the  advance.  Lehigh  was  given  five 
yards  for  interference.  Then  a double  pass 
was  tried  with  a loss  of  five  yards,  and  soon  it 
was  Lafayette’s  ball.  Only  slight  gains  being 
made  however,  Strader  kicked ; on  the  return 
kick  by  Floyd  he  caught  and  advanced  twenty- 


five  yards.  Then  Lehigh  braced  up,  and  soon 
in  a fumble  they  secured  the  ball.  Lafayette’s 
center  and  end  were  worked  for  good  gains  by 
Ordway  and  Roderick,  and  Lehigh  twice  got 
five  yards  for  interference.  Then  there  was  a 
fumble  and  it  was  Lafayette’s  ball.  Gains  were 
made  round  Lehigh’s  right  end  and  through 
center  and  tackle,  but  after  a poor  kick  by  the 
full-back,  Lehigh  secured  the  ball.  Again 
Ordway,  Roderick  and  Houston  gained 
ground  and  Floyd  kicked,  Strader  catching 
was  downed  where  he  stood.  McClung  made 
a fine  tackle  and  soon  it  was  Lafayette’s 
third  down  with  no  gain.  Then  the  wedge  was 
tried  with  a gain.  But  in  the  next  line-up, 
Smith  was  tackled  behind  the  line.  Then 
Strader  kicked,  Ordway  getting  the  ball.  Rod- 
erick was  sent  through  tackle  and  end  for 
twenty  yards.  Floyd  kicked  and  Strader 
catching  was  tackled  in  the  middle  of  the 
field.  Lafayette  was  unable  to  advance  the 
ball,  however,  and  again  kicked,  and  it  was  Le- 
high’s ball  on  her  ten  yard  line.  Then  Lehigh 
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steadily  worked  the  ball  down  to  the  middle  of 
the  field,  Budd  and  Ordway  successively  mak- 
ing good  rushes  around  left  end  with  good  in- 
terference by  Trafton  and  others.  Here  Lafay- 
ette obtained  the  ball,  but  her  kick  was  well 
blocked  by  Trafton  and  once  more  Lehigh  got 
the  ball.  Roderick  made  good  gains  and  the 
game  was  on  Lafayette’s  fifteen-yard  line,  when 
after  a fumble  and  losses  Lafayette  secured  the 
ball.  Then  Edwards  took  the  ball  and  led  off 
with  a fine  run  of  thirty-five  yards,  Smith  im- 
mediately following  it  with  another  thirty. 
The  ball  was  then  on  Lehigh’s  fifteen -yard 
line,  and  after  good  steady  work  Smith  was 
pushed  over  the  line  for  a touch-down,  after 
about  thirty  minutes  play.  Voight  kicked  the 
goal,  and  Lafayette's  contingent  on  the  bleach- 
ers let  loose  their  “cordes  vocales.  ” Score  6-0. 

Lehigh  put  the  ball  in  play  in  the  middle  of 
the  field  and  gained  twenty  yards  in  the  V. 
Ordway  lost  the  ball  in  a tackle,  however.  But 
Lehigh  soon  got  it  again  for  Lafayette’s  off-side 
play.  Then  Roderick  wandered  around  left 
end  for  twenty  yards,  and  McClung  tried  for  a 
goal  from  the  field  without  success.  Lafayette 
secured  the  ball  and  put  it  in  play  on  the 
twenty-five-yard  line.  A V gained  them  five 
yards  and  then  Strader  kicked  out  of  bounds- 
Here  Lafayette  received  five  yards  for  off-side 
play,  but  failed  to  advance  after  that,  and  it 
was  Lehigh’s  ball  on  the  fourth  down.  Ordway 
started  with  a gain.  Budd,  Roderick  and 
Trafton  continued  the  good  work  and  soon 
the  ball  was  within  three  yards  of  Lafayette’s 
goal  line.  Ordway  carried  it  over  and  Floyd 
kicked  the  goal  after  ten  minute’s  play. 

Lafayette  started  the  play  again  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  field  and  had  just  made  a gain  when 
time  was  called  for  the  first  half. 

In  the  second  half,  for  Lafayette  Smith 
played  full,  Strader  having  retired,  Voight 
was  moved  to  Smith’s  place  at  half,  and 
Blumenburg  called  in  to  quarter.  The  ball  was 
put  in  play  at  4:05  P.  M.,  and  Lafayette  made 
five  yards  with  a V.  On  the  third  down  Smith 
kicked  out  of  bounds  and  it  was  Lehigh’s  ball. 


Lehigh  twice  received  five  yards  for  interfer- 
ence and  then  Roderick  and  Houston  made 
good  gains.  Voight  was  hurt,  but  con- 
tinued playing.  Lafayette  secured  the  ball  on 
downs  and  Craig  and  Rowland  made  good 
runs,  the  latter  taking  it  forty  yards.  Then 
Lehigh  received  the  ball  for  holding,  only  to 
lose  it  on  four  downs.  Tilson  was  hurt  and 
Lea  took  his  place.  Then  good  tackling  and 
general  sharp  play  characterized  the  game  for 
a while,  the  ball  being  in  possession  of  first  one 
side  and  then  the  other,  with  good  kicks  by 
Floyd  interspersed.  It  was  Lehigh’s  ball  near 
the  middle  of  the  field,  when  suddenly  Roder- 
ick electrified  all  by  a brilliant  run  and  a 
touch-down.  Floyd  kicked  the  goal.  Time,  20 
minutes.  Score  12-6. 

Lafayette  put  the  pall  in  play  in  the  middle 
of  the  field  with  a"  V from  which  Voight  broke 
loose  for  twenty-five  yards.  The  operation  was 
repeated  with  a gain.  Then  Voight  was 
tackled  with  the  ball  behind  the  line,  and  a 
mass  play  failed  to  materialize.  Soon  Lehigh 
had  the  ball  on  four  downs,  but  lost  it  to  La- 
fayette for  the  same  reason.  Thus  it  moved 
back  and  forth,  Edwards,  Rhinehard,  Budd, 
Trafton,  Best,  and  others  doing  good  work. 
After  a good  kick  by  Floyd  it  was  Lafayette’s 
ball  on  her  twenty-five  yard  line.  The  requi- 
site gain  not  being  made,  Smith  kicked  poorly 
and  it  was  Lehigh’s  ball.  A steady  advance 
was  then  begun  and  Roderick  soon  went  over 
the  line  for  a touch-down,  after  about  10  min- 
utes play.  Floyd  failed  on  the  try  for  goal. 
Score  16-6. 

Again  Lafayette  started  off  with  a V and 
again  Voight  made  twenty-five  yards.  Then 
the  ball  went  to  Lehigh  for  holding.  Here, 
assisted  by  good  interference,  Ordway  makes 
the  star  run  of  the  day,  eighty-five  yards,  and 
places  the  ball  back  of  the  goal  posts.  Floyd 
kicked  the  goal.  Score,  22-6.  This  ended  the 
scoring. 

Lafayette  made  a gain  with  a V,  Edwards 
was  tackled  by  Best  with  a loss,  and  Lehigh 
secured  the  ball  on  a kick.  Floyd  kicked, 
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Voight  catching,  was  tackled  well.  Then  La- 
fayette laid  back  apparently  for  a kick,  but 
Smith  rushes  instead  and  had  just  made  a gain 
when  time  was  called. 

Roderick  put  up  the  best  game  for  Lehigh, 
though  Thurston,  McClung,  and  Ordway  were 
not  far  behind  him  in  brilliant  play,  while 
Voight  showed  that  he  was  far  superior  to  the 
other  Lafayette  players.

LEHIGH,  14;  CORNELL,  O. 

A well  advertised  game  and  beautiful  No- 
vember weather  brought  two  thousand  specta- 
tors to  Percy  Field,  Ithaca,  to  see  the  annual 
foot  ball  contest  between  Cornell  and  Lehigh. 
The  Cornell  undergraduate  was  there  enthu- 
siastic with  his  “ Cornell,  I yell;  yell,  yell,  Cor- 
nell;” the  pretty  sage  co-ed.  was  there  decked 
out  in  the  Cornellian  and  White  of  her  college, 
while  way  over  on  the  far  side  of  the  field  a 
little  band  of  Lehigh  men  showed  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  brilliant  work  of  their  team. 

As  advertised  by  the  hustling  manager  of 
the  Cornell  team  it  was  a battle  royal.  Every 
inch  of  gain  was  stubbornly  contested,  and  the 
teams  being  about  equal  in  weight,  Lehigh  won 
only  by  her  superior  team  work. 

For  Lehigh,  Trafton  played  a phenomenal 
game  and  every  time  the  signal  of  “ Curt  drop 
back”  was  given,  the  tall  guard  went  plunging 
five  or  ten  yards  toward  the  enemy’s  goal. 
Floyd’s  punting  was  also  much  admired,  Cor- 
nellians  saying  it  was  the  best  seen  on  Percy 
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Field  this  year.  All  the  other  men,  and  espe- 
cially Ordway  and  Roderick,  played  in  good 
form. 

For  Cornell,  Robbins,  Barr  and  Taussig 
played  well,  the  latter  tackling  with  a certainty 
that  rivaled  even  our  own  McClung. 

Captain  Ordway  won  the  toss  and  Lehigh 
opens  play  by  sending  Ordway  out  of  the  V 
for  twenty-five  yards,  then  in  three  successive 
plays,  made  so  quickly  that  the  Cornell  men 
seemed  bewildered,  the  ball  was  carried  to 
Cornell’s  ten-yard  line  and  from  there  Trafton 
carried  it  over  by  a dash  through  the  line. 
Goal  by  Floyd. 

Cornell  put  the  ball  in  play  by  using  the 
flying  wedge,  this  however,  was  cleverly 
broken  up  by  Keyes  and  the  Ithaca  men  soon 
lost  the  ball  on  downs.  Soon  after  this  Floyd 
made  ten  yards  by  the  bring-it-in  ten-and-long- 
pass  trick,  but  the  leather  went  to  Cornell  on 
downs.  Then  the  play  became  very  even,  the 
ball  being  most  of  the  time  in  Lehigh’s  end  of 
the  field.  Dyer  and  Robbins  made  runs  of 
twenty  and  fifteen  yards,  but  Cornell  can  get 
no  closer  to  a touch  down  than  Lehigh’s  fif- 
teen-yard line  and  no  sooner  does  Cornell  ad- 
vance the  ball  into  Lehigh’s  territory  than  the 
Brown  and  White  team  braces  up,  gets  the 
ball  on  downs,  and  a long  punt  by  Flo 
relieves  the  pressure.  So  the  first  half  ends 
without  further  scoring. 

Both  teams  were  cheered  when  they  went 
on  the  field  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
half.  The  superiority  of  the  Lehigh  line  soon 
made  itself  manifest,  and  the  work  of  Wooden 
for  Lehigh  was  a feature.  Cornell  opened 
with  their  famous  flying  wedge,  but  Keyes 
dropped  from  the  clouds  upon  the  runner  and 
he  stopped.  Cornell  is  soon  forced  to  kick  but 
Houston  gets  through,  blocks  the  ball,  and  it 
is  in  Lehigh’s  possession  on  Cornell’s  thirty- 
yard  line.  From  here  a run  of  five  yards  by 
Ordway  and  another  of  ten  by  Roderick  sup- 
plemented by  short  dashes  through  the  center 
by  Trafton  and  Wooden  bring  the  ball  to  Cor- 
nell’s five-yard  line,  but  then  Cornell  braces  up 
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and  gets  the  ball  on  downs.  Then  the  ball  is 
passed  back  to  Young  for  a kick,  but  Keyes 
breaks  through,  blocks  the  attempt  and  secur- 
ing the  ball  makes  a touch-down.  The  trial 
at  goal  failed. 

Cornell  opened  with  their  inevitable  flying 
wedge,  from  which  Robbins  made  fifteen  yards, 
but  in  the  next  play  Roderick  broke  through 
and  secured  the  ball.  Floyd  then  made  a long 
punt  and  the  ball  is  well  into  Cornell’s  half  of 
the  field.  Then  McClung  broke  through  and 
got  the  ball  on  Cornell’s  fifteen-yard  line,  but 
here  the  ball  was  lost  on  a fumble. 

Ohl  kicks  for  Cornell  and  Floyd  returns  it  a 
few  minutes  after.  Lehigh  soon  after  secures 
the  ball,  and  short  snappy  runs  by  Roderick, 
Ordway  and  Wooden  work  the  ball  to  Cornell’s 
twenty-yard  line,  from  which  McClung  makes 
two  tries  for  a goal  from  the  field.  Cornell 
then  kicked  to  nearly  the  center  of  the  field  but 
soon  a run  of  fifteen  yards  by  Roderick,  one  of 
ten  yards  by  Ordway  and  good  gains  through 
center  by  Wooden  and  Trafton  bring  the  ball 


down  the  field  and  Floyd  carries  it  over  for  a 
touch-down.  No  goal.  Score,  Lehigh,  14, 
Cornell,  o. 


After  the  ball  was  put  in  play  Cornell  car- 
ried it  on  a series  of  good  runs  by  Robbins 
and  Young  to  within  ten  yards  of  Lehigh’s 
goal  line,  but  could  make  no  further  gain  and 
Ordway  carried  it  out  of  danger  by  a fine  run 
of  thirty  yards  and  time  was  called  soon  after.

ditors  Lehigh  Burr: — Why  can  we 
not  have  at  least  one  strong  literary 
society  here?  The  Agora  is  a literary  society, 
founded  by  the  students  of  the  department  of 
general  literature,  and  lately  extended  in  the 
membership  to  the  whole  University.  Oppor- 
tunities for  self-improvement  in  the  art  of  pub- 
lic speaking  are  available  to  all  there,  and 
every  student  should  feel  the  actual  need  of 
cultivating  his  powers  in  this  particular  .direc- 
tion. It  requires  self-confidence  and  practice 
to  be  able  to  express  ideas  in  an  intelligent 
and  logical  manner  before  a public  audience; 
yet  it  is  an  accomplishment  that  gives  satisfac- 
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tion  and  advantages  to  the  possessor  in  all  his 
relations  in  life,  and  without  which  his  educa- 
tion is  by  no  means  complete. 

This  feature  of  a practical  education  was 
neglected  at  Lehigh  in  past  years,  and  now 
that  a movement  has  been  started  to  make 
amends  for  the  deficiency,  let  the  students  be- 
come interested  in  the  influence  and  welfare  of 
the  Agora,  by  giving  it  their  personal  encour- 
agement and  support.  It  is  worthy  of  the 
consideration  of  all,  and  no  true  student  can 
afford  to  miss  the  privileges  now  provided  for 
the  development  of  his  oratorical  ability. 

Meetings  are  held  semi-monthly  and  are 
conducted  in  accordance  with  strict  parliamen- 
tary forms.  The  subjects  of  the  debates  are  of 
a practical  nature,  and  require  original  investi- 
gation. The  discussions  are  therefore  valua- 
ble both  in  imparting  useful  information  and 
in  serving  as  a means  of  mental  discipline. 

The  time  chosen  for  the  meetings  is  conve- 
nient for  every  student,  the  Thursday  night 
alternating  with  the  Engineering  Society.  The 
training  for  the  Junior  and  Inter-Collegiate 
Oratorical  contests,  and  the  development  of  at 
least  one  strong  literary  society  at  Lehigh 
should  arouse  a strong  interest.  The  advance- 
ment of  the  society  depends,  in  a large  measure, 
upon  the  increase  of  membership  and  the 
combined  individual  efforts  put  forth.  It  is 
the  hope  that  the  society  may  grow  in  its  im- 
portance and  become  an  influential  factor  in 
the  intellectual  life  at  Lehigh.  K.
